Bome of Its Wonderful Working
Habita,

The picturesque and traditional straw
hive I8 nowadiys used only in those
roral . communitics where tha people
cling to the ways of their fathers

The hive of the past was a chambar
fn which the baes wore left to their own
devices, a prey to their natural ane-
mivs and snnataral s and from
which their hovey product was onlv
obiained by a ruthleas slanghter of the
boney-imnkers thomselves, who were
moL.dln the famss of salphurand
brimstone.

The hive of the present is a structure
any part of which can at any time be
rencbed or remeved by the bac-kesper,
who may thus practically exorcise a
control vver the work of the bees, and
study theirsingolar habirs

In our sinly of the subjset, lot us
start with an empty hire. modern. of
ecourse. It may bo one of fifty difforent
kinds, or shapos, bnt i3 will have cer-
features common to all Thers
will ba some ten Thelves, or frames.
fitted one above another, or hang
downwanrds in a row, with a suficient
space butween each, and aronnd each,
to allow the freo passage of tha bees
The spaces mnst not be largor than
this, or the be>s will fill them with
comb and honey, and thus render it
impussible for us to bave nocess to the
varions frames without outiing away
the deposit.

Invo thisempty hive we pot a swarm
of boes. I we revisit it in two or
thros days, wo shall find that a marvel-
ons change has taken placs in the in-
teriur:  The frames are all filled with
Blocks of hoseycomb, tiny waxon
colla, hexagonal in shape, and bailt
with all the mnicety anml precision of
skilled engincering. This ia the firat
of the many wonders which character-
fzes the work of ths boechive Hereis
s miniature city.,"constrneted ont of a
delicate and yeot strong fabrie, and
bailt according to the  most exact
geometrical prineciples It has been
the wonder of naturalists and mathe-
mat cians for ages, not mevely the fact
of a building, bat the manner of build-
ing. In the strocture of these
hexagonal cells, the bae has solved for
itsolf an intricate mathematical prob-
Joe It Bas chosen the form which
the science of geometry has proved is
the only one suitable te tha various
plirposes for which the honey-comb is
designed, and it nsed this form ages
before mea know a )y thing of geom-

r

wtry.

Mistresa Boo has three objoots in
muking thege exonrsions, as she dows
a hundred times a dag  She soeks to
colleot honey and pollen—the fine fer-
illzfng dust of the flowera—and popo-
lis, n sticky substanes gathered from

fir, the poplir or tho chestnut The
pollen is stored awny as food for the
little ones, and the propolis comes Into
use an comont in the dolicate masonry
of the hive

While some of the boees are hnonting
In tho fields others remain at home to
nurse the Infants, store away the
honey and the polien as it is brought
1, and attend to the thousand and ene
duties incident to a woll-regulated com-
munity.

"When Mistross Bae, out In pastures,
alights npon a flower, she finds, deep
in its swoet embrace, a precions liguid,
rapidly deposited by the blossom In
warm and sunny. weather. This she
procecds to ather. It Is the honay,
whicl, being swallowed and digested

hy her, I8 subjected to some
poeculiar provess before it
is plaoced in the hive in
the form familiar to us all. The

honey obtained, she proceeds to freight
hirsolf with poilon. This she rolls
into tiny pellats, and stows It away in
pouches in her posterior legs She
will even completely cover horself with
this dust. and upon reaching homs her
sisters will earcfully bru her  off,
ratharing up the precions material,
that nothing may be lost, and place it
in the storehouss colls

Perhaps the most romarkable thing
in esnnection with thess honey and pol-
len gathering exeonrsions of the bee is
the fact that she confines her search to
a single species of flower on each jour-
ney. This is most hnportant. Aa it
is one of the bee's funections to fer-
iilize undeveloped planta with the pol-
len proper to s gpecies, the effact of
any mistake on her part would sadly
confuse our bo anieal studies

Oa a very warm day vou will sos
several beos standing at the door of
the hive, with their feot frmly fast-
ened to tha flvor, and” flapping their
wings with a'l their might. They are
ventilating tha hive, and, by this
vontinned exertion, their wings, op-
erating as fana, propel a corrent of
eool air inte thelr dwelling, and pre-
vent the inmates from snffering by
the intense heat Az this operation
must be very fatiguing, the fanners
are relieved at regular intervals by
others who continne the exercise

The bee’s seent is keen, and nothing
annoys her more than an offensive
smoll. 8% is parMenlarly averse to
the odor of porspiratlon, either upon
man or beast. Neither will she sul-
mit to be breathed upon, and great
ecare has thas ta be exarcised by the
pev-keeper in handling his swarma

When more than one princess is
born, the rivals engage in an Immedi-
ate and doadly duel, and the survivor
clairas the throne from the mother
gqueen. who, with swch loyal subjects
a8  choose to follow her, govs
forth into tha world in search of n new
home, which the bee-keeper has care-
fully prepared meanwhile, and the
young quesn remains behind to earry
on the work of her moval mother.

Bee-keeping is a pleasant and profis-
able indastry. It is praeticel to a
gveater extent in the United S:ates than

1} in any other part of the world, and the

bers add millions of dollars a year to
our N ational wealth. Any reader of
the Companion, who lives in the coun-
ry. ean koep boes if he will first seek
the ndyive of an anthoritative book up-
on the sulj ct; but ho munt remember

that bees regunire as monch eare as
hoice sheep, or eattle, or hlooded
ﬁ.;]"‘-it‘ﬁl. and that the true bee-keo per is

perous and well-stockead hive will eon-
tain from twenty to fifly thomsand and
even sixty thonsand bees. They are
divided into two classes—Mworkers and
dronea. The workers aro fomales, bot
they have no offspring, The drones
are males, and, as their hame im-
plies,. do not work. They =seldom
form more than a fiflieth part of the
population of the hivea.

The mother-bee, or qneen, tonse the
aame by which she is bost known, has,
8] parently, some weather sigaal serv-
300 of her own, for she seems 1o know
whether or not the season will be pro-
duolive of honey, and to lay ber ezgs
sccordinzly. If the season is forward
she bagina her work early in the
spring; if it is backward she defers it
for a few woeeks or a month. Sha pro-
duces from 1wo to three thonsand eggs
every 1wenly-four hours, depositing
each one in a separate cell, which she
first closaely examines to soe whethor or
na it is in proper order.

The larvee which fssue from these
egos in the course of three or four
daya are assiduounsly attended by bees
who act the part of nurses, and event-
ually close the mouths of the cells
with a waxen cover. In twenty-one
days from the time the cgis wore laid
the inmates of the ecells byenk throngh
the waxen lids and issae forth in the
shape of perfeet worker bees. They
are then lakenin charge by the nurses,
who cvidently explain to them the
sife of the hive, and in another dayv o
two they venlure ont upon the world
and begin thew work in the fields and
meadows The birth of a drone is at-
ijended by similar processes, some-
what longer, however. in doration.
foung queens come into being m a
mwch shorler time

Each of these throe clasess of hees s
born, or hatohed, in a eell belongiug
to its own kind, and eonstruoted fo
this special purposs. The royal cells
are not only larger than the others,
but they are oval, instead of hexagon-
al, in shapo; and, while the other in-
fants are foll by thelr norses with boee
broad, which is a preparation of po-
len and honey, the young princesses,
und they only, are regaled with a spe-
cinl fond, which isealled “royal jelly.™

It often happens that, i a mishap
befalls the queen, and she has left no
royal egg from which a snccess r maj
be hatched, the bees will take a worker-
egg from its proper recepisole. placd
ftia a royal eell, feed the larva upon
royal jelly, and, in the course of time a
full-fedgod guoon will issns forth to
ocoupy the throne of the deosased
mongrch. This is n most singnlar and
wise provision of nature, and one
whish nalmralists have not yet been
able clearly to expluin.

When the young bee first ventures
intn the o air it flies In a oirele
around the Kive, the gircle oonstanuy

Swallows, (it
miees, tomtits and wrens, after having
been confined from birth, are eapable
of fiying at once when liberated on
their wings have attained their neces-
sary growth to render flight possible
The Duke of Argyle relates some
very lutercsting particulars about the
instinet of binls, especially of the
wnter ousel, the merganser and the
wild duck. Even as to the class of
beast I find reconled: “Five young
r—;lu-csln were  found  comforta-
ly imbedded In dry withered
grass, and m a side hole
of proper dimensions for such a
larder, were forty frogs and two toads,
all alive, bnt merely eapable of sprawi-
ing a littla On examioation the
whole number, toads and all, proved
to have been purposely and dexterous-
ly bitten through the brain."" Erident-
ly the parent polecat had thus provid-
ed the young with food which could be
kept perfeetly fresh, beennse alive, and
yot was rendered qnite unable to es-
capa This singular instinct is like
others which are yet more fully devel-
oped among Insects—a ciass of animals
the instinets of which are so numerous,
wonderfol and notorious that it will
be, probably, enongh ta refer to one or
two examples. The female earpenter
bes, in order to protect her eggs, ex-
cavates, in some piece of wood, a
series of chambers, in apecial onder
with a vlew to a peculiar mode of exit
for her young; but the young wmother
ean have no conscions knowledge of
the serious action subscquently to en-
sue. The female of the wasp (sphex)
but

afford another well-known,
very remarkable example of
s complex instinet closely

related to that already mentioned in
the case of the polecat. The female
wasp has to provide fresh living ani-
mal food for her progeny, which, when
it quits its agg, quits it in the form of
an almost helpless grab, utterly nnable
to eatch, retain or kill an active, strug-
gling prey. Accordingly the mother
Insect has not eonly to provide and
place beside her eggs suitable living
prey. but so to treat it that it may be
a helpless, unresisting vietim. That
victim may be a mere caterpillar, or it
may be a great, powerful grasshopper,
or even that most flerce, active and
rapacions of insect tyrants, a fell and
venomous spider. Whichever It may
be, the wasp adroitly stings it at the
spot which indooces, or in the several
spots which indnce, complete paral-
yois as to motion, let ns hope as to
sensation also. This done, the wasp
entombs the helpless being with its
own egg, and leaves it for the support
of the fature grub.—Fortnightly Re
view.

| Incandescent Light.

The term incandescence, so much
nsed at present, indicates a white heat,
or the glowing whiteness of a body
cansed by intense heat The little
glass bulbs, remarks s writer on this
subject, with their brillisnt horseshoo
of glowing filnment, attract no more
attention thanm the flickering gas jots.
But the facts about the gas jet are, un-
like those of the electric lamp, easily
and generally understood. Both pro-
duce light by incandescence, the mole-
oules of gas being rendered incandes-
cent by the heat generated by the com-
bustion of other molecules. The blue
portion of every gas flame is where
combustion is taking place, and from
there comes the heat which keeps the
rest in a state of incandescence. With
the :ﬁeotrlc lamp it is the heat produeed
by the friction of an electric current
compelled to go through a fine carbon
filament, which raises that filament to
a ocondition of incandescence, which
produces light.—Bastan Budget,
